Speaking of the Russians, Hoffman 
said that “one of the dangers we suf- 
fer from is that we don’t see quite 
what the Kremlin is up to.” 

He challenged contentions that 
Russia is only paula to spread com- 
munism as he held that there is 
| little or no relation between the 
|| Russians’ philosophy and pure com+ 
| munism. 
| 


“There is nothing wrong with 
|communism in its pure form, except 
that it won’t work,” he said. “It has 
been tried.” 

“The philosophy of the Russians 
is power philosophy, pure and sim- 
pee: a philosophy which enslaves 

dies, withers minds, gives no free~ 
dom to the masses and few material 
comforts of life.” 

Philosophy Of Hate 

He charged that the Russian Phi- 
losophy is one of hate and that he 
noticed the hate in the air when he 
visited countries where- such phi- 
losophy is felt. 

“Tf Russia wanted to experiment 
within its own borders, it is its own 
business, but she has in mind the 
fereation of satellite or police states 
subservient to the Kremlin,” he 
said as he pointed to Tito as an ex- 
ample. 

Russian policy; he said, has two 
directions, military aggression, 
which would lead to World War III, 
and the operation of propaganda 
through the fifth column, 

He held that the threat of war 
is slight, because the Russians have 
been very successful by the propa- 
ganda method and have secured 
many satellite states at little cost 
|}and_no risk. 

“There is only one great area, 
Western Europe, where communist 
acquisition stopped, by a program 
| not designed as a cold war but a pol- 
icy directed against hunger, power, 
desperation and chaos,” he said. 
“BCA stayed strictly on that theme.” 

He warned that Russia's fifth col- 
umns have not been dispersed despite 
the relaxation of political tensions in) 
Europe, and that only a word from 
Moscow is needed to start the brick- 
bats flying again. 

Hoffman To Get Degree 

| Dr. Hutchison, who expressed the 
appreciation of those present to 
Watson for holding the dinner here, 
said that the dinner was another of 
the acts of leadership Watson has 
rendered the community and the 
college. He also revealed that Hoff- 
man will receive an honorary de- 
gree from the college on commence- 
ment Day, June 10. 

The Lafayette head warned that 
the battle for human freedom, indi- 
vidual rights, liberty and oppor- 
tunity has not yet been won, that 
freedom has not been established in 
the world, and democracy has not 
been proven stable for all time. 

Expressing doubt that industry 
and business can win the battle 
without the support of education, 
or education without support of in- 
dustry and business, Dr. Hutchison 
said that Hoffman must have the 
support of both to win his battle.
